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Qver one-third of the 10.2 million running bales of upland cotton ginned through the end 
of January was Strict Low Middling in grade, according to the Cotton Division, Agricultur- 
al Marketing Service, USDA. Staples 34 and 35 accounted for over half of the ginnings. 
The average mike this year was 4.2, slightly higher than the 4.0 last year. Average fiber 
Strength of ginnings prior to February 1 was 86,300 pounds per square inch, unchanged from 
a year ago. The supply of cotton (carryover plus ginnings) contained a larger proportion 
of Strict Low Middling White and Spotted grades than last year. There was also a larger 
percentage of staples 31 through 34. 


Ginnings prior to February 1 this season contained 37 percent Strict Low Middling and 14 
Percent Middling compared with 30 percent and 18 percent, respectively, last year. This 
season's ginnings contained twice as much Spotted cotton - nine percent - as last year. 
The Light Spotted grades made up 22 percent of ginnings this season against 25 percent a 
year ago. 


Staples 34 and 35 accounted for 53 percent of ginnings prior to February 1 compared with 

56 percent a year earlier. The two lengths 32 and 33 made up 19 percent (1.9 million bales) 
of this year's ginnings against only 11 percent (0.9 million bales) last year. Staples 31 
and shorter comprised 16 percent this year compared with 20 percent last season. 


Mike readings 3.5-4.9 represented over 7/ percent of the cotton ginned through January this 
season compared with 70 percent last year. Only 13 percent of the ginnings miked 3.4 or 
below against 25 percent a year ago. 


Cotton with a fiber strength of 80,000 to 89,000 pounds per square inch represented 58 per- 
cent of ginnings through January this year, about the same as a year ago. Cotton 90,000 
psi and stronger accounted for 29 percent, unchanged from last season. 


White grades Strict Low Middling and above accounted for a little over one-half the 13.7 
million bales of cotton in the supply at the end of January, about the same proportion as 
last year. The Spotted grades made up nearly nine percent of this year's supply against 
less than five percent last year. Staples 34 and 35 accounted for about 55 percent of the 
supply compared with 58 percent. Staples 32 and 33 comprised 18 percent against 13 percent 
last season.
